It will be seen by this that it has been

remote ffom this. Until this inference 
s pydyeita fallacy (and^ this c$nn<rt'bé ' 
done In a inontb, a year, oFBve years), , 
just so long will the miners streak into 
these Hills, and nothing ^ ill keep them 
out.

There are two sluices, or ditches, op­ 
en 5 miles up French Creek; hut the mi­ 
ners have no lumber, and: it will be 
some time before they get whipsaws to ' 
make the necessary lumber with’. It is 
urged that, if there was a swift stream 
of water here, so that the tailings could ^ 
be swept sway, then it would pay to 
sluice this whole valley.
